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Now, I say to husbands, Do not ict 
this state of things, or anything up 
pronehinj; to It, happen to you In yon'' 
experience. Kegfii anil go on to tne 
end In the spirit mid practice of a 
true pnrliierslilp. The children are 
yours In as true a sense as they arc 
your wife's, and, although Divine 
I'rovldetice has apportioned Ihe lnrgcr 
share of Hie work of teaching nod 
training them to her, a big responslbll 
lty for lending her all the assistance 
that lies in jour power resls on you. 
Twenty years hence, If you are a 
good Salvationist, mid should be spill- 
ed, yuti will want to see them taking 
up a front-rank place in the battle of 
life, and boldly nnd successfully play- 
ing Ihelr part. On the other hnnd, 
you would depreeiite their growing up 
to lie the enemies of God, n curse to 
their fellows, and a disgrace to your 
na mo. 

If the latter object Is to be avoided 
nnd the former is to he gained, some- 
body must prepare the soli of their 
young hearts, put In the good seed, 
pull out the weeds, and watch and 
prn.v with tears and patience. I re- 
pent again, that 1ln: major portion of 
I lie hurilcii of nil this loving toll, must 
of necessity, fnll upon the wife, and 
especially will it be so when the child- 
ren arc at tiie most iuiprcssionnble 
.,,;.■ ; lint I Insist also, and that with 
all the emphasis I can employ, ihftt the 
imninuid must take his fnir share or 
this anxious business— and [hat will 
largely consist in hearing about Ihe 
difficulties that will lie ever transpir- 
ing, counselling as to the best method 
of dealing with thein, and encourag- 
ing the wife with the discharge of her 
neavcniy tnsk.

Letters reached us last week 
from two l-'ieM Ollleevs. which were 
appreciated greatly. They both wrote 
of women in their corps whom they 
feci ought; to he lu Hie Itescne worli.

A corps is n sort of family bound 
togclher, in order liie niuie ellecliiiill.v 
lo help, comfort, nnd strengthen each 
other amid the dllllcullics of life nud 
the ti-lnls of the fight, and in order ■lie 
more cHlclcnlly to enrry on the war. 

Every member of u corps will. In 
consuiiuence, receive certain advant- 
ages from his tmlHti Willi It, ami H is 
only fair, therefore. Hint he should 
render hnck to It all Ihe service Hint 
he Is capable of Elvine\ In order that 
he inny tnko his full shnre In the 
conflict. 

A Soldier's Duty ns a Member, 

In order to do this, he must at'eud 
lo the following duties, and improve 
himself to the uttermost ill the dls- 
'-hargc of them. 

He must, as far as he has opportun- 
ity, regulnrly attend all the mod lugs 
of his corps, conscientiously nVvollug 
to the Interests of the war nil Ihe 
time that be can cnmmnnd after the 
Just claims of his family, his huslness, 
nnd his health have been attended to. 

Amongst the meetings Hint It Is 
most Important thnt. bo should nttend 
for his own sonl's henlth are : Knee- 
drill, snldlnrn' mooting ~ = J ;i ;e i c ;;

Be Punctual. 

In such attendances he should he 
pnnctunl. If possible he should rcneh 
the open-air meeting or the barracks 
a minute or two before the meeting 
commences. An early attendance en- 
courages the leader nnd nil who nre 
present at the T>eglnnlng of the meet- 
ing, blesses the soldier who practices 
It, and preaches the Importance of Ihe 
oeivlec to all round. 



To come crawling up to a luccliug 
live, ten, or ilftceu minutes late, when 
It was possible to have been there In 
time, pours contempt upon the meet- 
lug, and seems to say to everyone 
round about, "I don't count the matter 
as of much Iraportauco." 

Be Faithful Id Small Things. 

The Snlvatlon Soldier will nttach 
Importance to all the small duties that 
devolve upon him. A man who begin* 
by pnylug special nttentlon to Utile 
things In connection with his work 
will be nluiost certain to attach due 
importance to those that are of greater 
weight, "ltc thnt Is faithful in thnt 
which is least is faithful also hi 
much." 

Why a Soldier Should Wear Uniform. 

As soon as possible he should com- 
mence wonrlng uniform. The advan- 
tages of uniform are numerous and of 
considerable Importance. 

Uniform Is the easiest method of 
openly avowing yourself as a follower 
of Jesus Christ nnd ns belonging to 
Mis people. It will save him from 
lunch temptation. Knowing that he 
Is n Salvationist, people around him 
will not expect him to Join with them 
[ii ^iiul is godless, licentious. :iud 
worldly. It will fnrnlsh hlin with 
pollutions opportunities of proclaiming 
salvation, explaining the work of the 
Army, and speaking to men about 
their souls, seeing thnt those whom 
he meets ill trains, trams, and else- 
where, will not only expect hlin (o 
spenk to them, hut will often rum 
nicucc by speaking to him themselves. 
It will snve hlin from Inducements 
to conform to the fashions of the 
world. Instend of following its fnsli- 
ion, he will set the fashion for It. It 
will in- economical, especially for the 

his comrades will recognise Wm as be- 
longing to the Army, wherever they 
meet lihn. 

A Constant Preacher. 

Uniform will itself preach. The uni- 
form is n preacher Itself. It makes 
people think about t?od and godliness. 
If tt Is right to preach salvation with 
Hie tongue— as most Christian pcoplc 
wlll ndmlt— it must b;> right to prench 
It by the clothes.

With the Indians In Various Places— Steves- 
ton Stirred— Vancouver Held by the In- 
dians on July lst-Outrldlng— Vic- 
toria Vlsltad — Gi-andmoiher 
Goes to Glory. 
I left Port Simpson on the good 
S. S. Tees, oil Suudny, June 24th. nt 
"i.lili p.m., we got io Mt-iiiiii-.itiitii ;il 
7 p.m. The English Church service 
was just over, and several Indians 
were coming on hoard to go to the 
lisliliig grounds. At 8 p.m. we left 
for Skldegnte, on Queen Chnrlotte Is- 
lands. We had a very nice meeting on 
hoard, and everybody seemingly en- 
Joyed it. Peter Haldane, a untlve 
teacher, inl.-ii.ivli-d Io the Indians, 



and her slnff had arranged a soldiers' 
lea. Indians and whites enjoyed 
ourselves together. 

The following week-end we wore In 
Steveston, which Is the seat of the. 
•Million fishing on the Frnser ltiver. 
We held three meetings, had good 
crowd, and. 1 believe, did some good. 
We kepi thin up milll the first week 
In August. Many of the soldiers and 
bandsmen I lulled out real well, and 
we had good times together. The 
llsll were scarce, and the prospects 
were not very good for a good season. 

One young man, a slave to drink.

So Ciesar meant to servo his 
i consulate, take some govornmonl 
f whore hi; could prow famous and form

| form things. Aftur n year's service 
i In Spain as proprietor, Ciesar came 
buck mid inn<l" friends with Fonipidus 
; mid Crnssus, giving IiIh daughter Julia 
In marriage to Pompelus, mid forming 
what was culled a triumvirate, or 
union of throe men. Thus lie easily 
obtained the consulship, mid shewed 
himself the friend or the ]iGii]ilo by 
bringing In an Agrarian law for 
dividing the public lands in Campania 
among the poorer eltlKcus, not for- 
getting Pompoliis' old soldiers : iiIho 
taking other measures whleli might 
mnko the Senate recolleet that Sulla 
had foi'ctold Hint he would be anoth"r 
Mnrlus. and more. 

After this, he took Gaul as his pro- 
vlnee. anil took seven years subduing 
it, bit by bit, and In making two 
vlKlte to' Britain. He might pretty 
well trust the rotten state of ltume In 
be ready for Ills Interference when he 
eiiine back. Clodius had actually dar- 
ed to bring Cicero to trial for having 
put to death the friends of Callllua 
without allowing them to plead their 
own cause, and the people banished 
him four hundred miles from ltonio. 
II Is exile only lusted two years, ami 
then iiMtipr counsels prevailed, and lie 
was brought home by it general vote, 
and welcomed triumphantly, 

Pompolus did all he could to ple.iso 
the ItnnianH, when he was consul, to- 
gether with CritSKUS. He hud been 
for some time tailoring a most snleil- 
did theatre In the Campus Martins, 
liner ihe Grctk fashion, open to the 
sky, wltli tiers of gnllerlos elrrllnz 
round nn arenn ; but the Greeks had 
never used their theatres for Ihe sav- 
age sports fop which ibis was Intend- 
ed. When !< wns opened, live hundred 
lions, eighteen elephants, anil a mul- 
titude of gladiators were provided 10 
tight, In different fashions, with one 
niiotlier. before thirty thousand spec- 
tators, the whole being crowned by 
temple lo Conquering Venus. Aft":' 
Ills consulate. Pompclus look Spnln lis 
his province, hut did not go th"iv. 
uiuniighig It by deputy ; while Crnssus 
had Syria, and there went to war 
with the wild Parthlans on the Hast 
era border. In the oniric ut Ciirrliiir. 
Ihe army of Crnssus was entirely^ rout- 
ed by Ihe I'arthliins ; he wns killed, 
his head em o(T, and his month tilled 
up with inoiieu gold '" ''■corn of his 
riches. At Koine, there wns such ills- 
Irons thnt no one thought much even 
'of such a disaster. Bribes were given 
to secure elections, mill there was 
nothing hut tumult and nprnnr. In 
which guod ineu like Olpp.ro and Colo 
conld.do nothing. Clodus wns killed 
In one of these frays, ami the mob 
grew so furious that the Semite chose 
Pompolus to be sole consul to rru 
them down ; hut this he was able 1o 
do only for a short time. There wis 
n feeling that Caisnr wns wanted. Uiu 
Oram's friends said lie must nol be 
cn'lleil upon to give up his army unless 
Pompclus gave up his eominnnd of the 
army ill Spnln, and neither of them 
would resign. 

Ciesar advanced wllli all his force 
as far as Stavennn, which was si HI 
part of Cisalpine Gaul, ami then the 
consul, Marcus Mnrcollus, begged 
Pompclus to protect the coinmon- 
wenlth, anil he took up arms. Two of 
Ciusnr's great friends, Marcus Anton. 
Ills nnd Cuius Clisslus, who were tri- 
bunes, forhndo this ; ami when tliev 
were not heeded, they fled lo Ciesuv's 
camp Esking h!s protection. 

So he advanced. It wns not lawful 
for an linperator, or general hi com- 
mand of an army, to come within the 
noinim territory with his troops, ex- 
cept for his triumph, ami tin.' little 
river Rubicon was the boundary of 
Cisalpine Gaul, So. when Ciusnr cross- 
ed It, he tool; thtWllrst step III break- 
lug through old Iloinmi rules, ani 



thus the saying arose Unit one h.is 
piiKsuil the Rubicon when one has 
gone so far Hint there Is no turning 
buck. Though Cnjsnr's army was but 
small, his fume was such that every- 
body seemed struck with dismay, even 
I'ompolus himself, - nnd instead of 
lighting he curried off all the senators 
of his party to the extreme south. 
Ciesar marched after them thither, 
having won all Italy in .sixty days. As 
lie advanced Pompolus embarked on 
board a ship and stilled away, mean- 
ing, no doubt, to rnlse an urniy hi the 
provinces and return— some feared 
like Sulla— to tnke vengeance. 

Ciesnr was npliohiled Dicta lor, and 
after crushing Pompeliis' friends In 



Spain, lie pursued him to Macedonia, 
where Pouipelns hail been collecting 
all the friends of the old common- 
wealth. There was a groat bnttln 
fought n t Pharsnlia, a bnttie which 
nearly put an end to the old govern- 
ment of Koine, for Cujsar gained a 
great victory ; and Fompeiua fled to 
tile const, where he found n vessel 
unit sailed for Egypt, lie sent a mes- 
sage to ask shelter at Alexandria, and 
the advisers of the young king pre- 
tended to welcome him, but they real- 
ly Intended to make friends with tne 
viclor ; nnd as Pompeius stepped 
ashore lie was stabbed in the hack, ills 
body thrown Into the surf, ami his 
head cut off.
